Cavalry 
patrol the streets and everywhere are 
greeted with yells from excited groups 
of men and women, The tension of 
feeling may be judged from the fact 
that the military are hailed with cries 
of “ Vwe Prussia.” 

The tuneral of the victims was fixed 
for today, but the enormous number-6f 
workmen arriving trom other indus- 
rrial centers caused the government to 
send for reiuforcements and order the 
postponement of the funeral until to- 
morrow.

Lonpon, May 3.—The atteudauce 
at the labor meeting in Hyde Park to- 
day is vuriousiy estimated at from 
200,000 to 300,000. The procession in 
connection with the meeting included 
workers at all trades and was miles 
long.

WAR ON COYOT ES. 


A Bounty of Five Dollars for Each 

The days of the coyote, as the yellow 
jackal Which is peculiar to the plains of the 
Great West is called, are numbered in this 
St te, as henceforth the extermination of 
each of these scavengers of the prairie is to 
be rewarded by a bounty of $5, an act to this 
effect having been passed by the last Leis- 
lature, 

As this is a matter which is not yet gener- 
ally known, and will doubtless be of inter- 
est to a large number of peopie who reside 
in the country and have at various times 
suffered from the depredations of these noc- 
turual pests, the full text of the law is given 

An act fixing a bounty on ove 
* March 31, 1801 — 

The people of the State of California, 
represented in Sénate and Assembly, do 
enact as follows: 

SECTION l. Any person who shall kill 
and destroy any coyoie or cuyotes ip any 
county of this State, after the passage of 
this act, sh II be paid a bounty of five dol- 
lars, out of the general fund lu the State 
treasury, for each coyote so destroyed. 


Sec. 2. Any person who muy kili 
and destroy a coy.te as pro- 
vided in the last section, my 


before any person authorized to adwmin- 
1 vaths and present the scalp, contain- 

„„ the ears and nose of the c»yoie de- 
stroyed, to such officer and make and sub- 
‘scribe to au affidavit showing the time and 
place that such apimal was killed. which 
scalp nd affidavit may be deposited with 
the Clerk oO: tne Board of Supervisors ot tue 
county in which such coyote was killed. 

Sec, 3. ‘The Board of Supervisors of each 
county of the State shall. quarteriy, de- 
termine the number of scalps deposited 
with the clerk of such board during 
the preceding quarter,and by whom, and 
shall cive to cen persou who may have de- 
posited scalps a certificate certified to by its 
clerk, showing the numberof scalps de- 
posited by such person and the sum due him 
at the rate ol 65 for each scalp. Such cer- 
tificate may be presented to tue Controlier 
of State, who may draw his warrant on the 
‘general fundin the State treasury for the 
sum named therein, in favor of the person 
entitled thereto,

A Plan to Extend Wstlake to Ninth

greatest thinkers acknowledged the 


value of his original researches. 
He was well advanced in years, being 
72 years old, the last twenty-three of 
which were spent in California as a 
professor in the State University: To 
merely enumerate his literary contri- 
butions to physical science would re- 
quire much space. 


AMONG the chief troubles of pro- 
ducers in California are the great fluc- 
tuations In market prices of products, 
often within a few weeks. At present, 
for instance, the docks of San Fran- 
cisco are obstructed with over one 
hundred tons ‘of potatoes which the 
commission merchants to whom they 
were consigned, have virtually aban- 
doned, there being no market for them, 
while the ‘harbor commissioners 
object to their being dumped into the 
bay.

RETAIL LIQUOR LICENSES. 


San Francisco appears to be justnow 
bent on reform. Having ousted the 


| pool-rooms, attention is being given to 


the better regulation of saloons, and a 
citizens’ high license movement is 
under way. A petition is before the 
supervisors for an increase of the re- 
tail liquor license from $21 to 
8150 a quarter, and a commit- 
tee of the supervisors recently 
met friends of the movement 
to hear their arguments in favor of the 
passage of the ordinance. 

One of the speakers declared that 
San Francisco has the name of main- 
taining more drinking shops than any 
other city in the United States, An- 
other speaker read a number of statis- 
tics relative to high license results in 
other cities where the method has been 
very successful. In Philadelphia, in 
1887, under the old law, there were 
over five thousand licenses issued, and 
there were then over 30,800 arrests 
for drunkenness. These figures 
dropped in 1888, under the new law of 
high license to 1202 licenses issued and 
only about 22,000 arrests for drunken- 
ness. In St. Joseph, Mo., the anuual 
license is $1000, instead of $200, as 
formerly. The result there, as well as 
in Kansas City, has been very satis- 
factory, and the high-license method 
as against prohibition, is generally 
favored, especially by business men. 
In Illinois there is a State law fixing 
the license at $500 annually; in Minne- 
sota the license is $1000. The number 
of saloons in St. Paul has been de- 
creased from 1600 under the old law to 
1100 under high license. In New 
Vork and Brooklyn increased license 
has also béen effective, and the revenue 
derived is no small feature of the 
system. Generally the law has re- 
sulted in an increased property valua- 
tion, increased revenue from this 
source and improved condition of 
trade. 

The license asked for by the San 
Francisco reformers is the same that 
prevails here, where it has been found 
to work very well. There are some 
who think it should be still higher, but, 
under the present condition of busi- 
ness, $600 a year is probable sufficient. 


A great improvement would, however, 


be to collect the license at least quar- 
terly in advance, if not half-yearly or 
annually. This would afford an addi- 
tional guarantee that saloons would 
be run in a pectable and orderly 
manner, as, while a man might easily 
be willing to risk 850 in a month’s 
license, he would certainly be careful 
about investing from $150 to $600 and 
then give any cause for the revocation 
of his license. : 


THE INDEPENDENT STATE OF 
CONGO, 


The Independent State of Congo was 
founded by the King of the Belgians, 
who has taken marked interest in the 
civilization and commercial develop- 
ment of that section, contributing lib- 
erally from his private purse. The 
Government of this country was the 
first to recognize the new State and the 
European powers, after a short delay, 
followed our example. 

A few weeks ago Stanley wrote to 
the New York Tribune, pointing out 
the necessity for calling an extra ses- 
sion of the Senate to ratify the tréaty 
between the seventeen European and 
American powers regarding the Congo 
Free State. The importance of this 
matter lies in the fact that both the 
act of the conference and the treaty 
must be ratified by the contracting 
parties before, July 2 next, otherwise 
the famous anti-slavery conference of 
1890 will have become an utter failure. 

In February, 1885, the territory ac- 
quired by the international associa- 
tion became known as the Etat Inde- 
pendant du Congo.“ Jn his letter, 
Stanley shows that since that date the 
State has made remarkable progress, 
It has begun the construction of a rail- 
road from thé Atlantic to Stanley pool. 
Ten miles at last accounts had been 
completed. In 1894 it is hoped that the 
railroad will be finished, by which 
easy access to 8000 miles of navi- 


gable water will have been secured. 


Great improvements have also taken 
place on the Upper Congo. The tribes 
addicted to cannibalism, such as the 
Bangalas, have been made disciplined 
soldiers and police. There are 3800 Ban- 
alas engaged on the police force, and 
eir oamps or stations are scattered 
along 1400 miles of the river. Until the 
recognition of the Congo State by 
Europe and America, King Leopold 
had-expended personally $2,000,000 in 
support of the project. Since Febru- 
ary 25, 1885, up to the present time, the 
King has contributed $1,200,000, or 
$200,000 annually. Through help from 
other sources, the revenues are now 
$785,000. 
Under ordinary circumstances this 


State is confronted by a grave prob-

THE EARTH STILL GROWING, 


Spheres—Meteoric Stones. 

[|Goldthwaite’s Geographical Magazine, | 

On clear nights when the limpid at- 
mosphere permits us to observe to the 
best advantage the innumerable splen- 
dors of the sky, we have often seen a 
luminous speck suddenly appear in the 
depths of space, and rapidly tracin 
a path of light, disappear as sud- 
denly as it flashed into view. Per- 
haps we have had the good fortune to 
witness a shower of meteors, and these 
apparitions have been well calculated 
to arouse our curiosity and stimulate 
the imagination. It is well known 
that falling stars, as they are called 


are not the only foreign sdbstaness 


which intrude tremselves into our at- 

mosphere. In addition to the meteoric 
stones which reach the surface of the 

globe, large quantities of cosmic dust 
become incorporated with our planet. 

The track which the earth fol- 

lows through the heaven i Ah i 
some extent filled with; this powder o 

worlds, which is constantly sifting 

down upon the surface of the earth. 

What is the effect of these meteoric 
stones and this cosmic dust in iacreas- 
ing the mass of the earth? Of course 
the earth, constantly bombarded by 
celestial projectiles, is slightly ‘aug- 
menting allthe while in volume and 
weight. One astronomer: has esti- 
mated vt 146,000,000,000 the number of 
projectiles, big and little, which an- 
nuully reach the surface of the earth, 
Supposing that each meteoric stone 
has a-volume of a cubic millimetre, or 
about a third of an inch in all its di- 
mensions, and a density seven times 
as great as that of water, our globe 
would thus be annually increased by a 
volume of 146 cubic meters and a 
weight of over 2,500,000 pounds, Ia 
one hundred centuries the augmenta- 

tion of the size of the earth would thus 
be equal to 1,460,000 cubic metres and 
the increase in the weight weuld 
amount to over 255,500,000,000 pounds. 

If this cosmic dust were spread uni- 
formly over the entire surface of the 
Dianet, it would constitute in thirty- 
five thousand years a bed of about a 
third of an inch in ‘thickness. But 
these figures probably fall far short of 
the reality.

RIO GRANDE DEL NORTE, 


The “Brave River of the North“ asa 
aR Servant to Man, 
[Goldthwaite’s Geographical Magazine, | 
At a point about midway in New 
Mexico from north to south, the Rio 
Grande takes on anewcharacter. The 
Rio Puerco (nasty river) comes in from 
the west, bringing down in thick solu- 
tion the soil of its alluvial valley. The 
earth of the Rio Grande’s banks in this 
locality easily dissolves, and from the 
mouth of the Rio Puerco séuthward 
the waters are liquid mud. 


The great river both gives and takes 
on its journey to the sea. Smaller 


streams join it from point to point. 
some leaping to it down cafion bottoms, 
others meandering as rivulets in the 
middie of wide channels filled only at 
flood; and often the waters of the inlet, 
as in case of the Rio de Santa Fé, are 
hidden bepeath the sands of a dry bed, 
and ooze underground to join the 
subterranean current of the greater 
stream. The river gives of its abund- 


ance to the villages and cultivated — 


fields through acequias, or irrigat- 
ing ditches, that lead from it to the 


grounds of the dwellers upon its banks. 


Far enough up the channel to secure 
the necessary fallto the lands to be 


irrigated, alittle wing dam of brush 
and stone serves to turn the water from 


the stream into the ditches which fol- 


low the bank at a slight descent as com- 


pared with the downward flow of the 


swift current. These canals, which at 
first run nearly at a level, parallel with 


the course of the stream, as the river’s 
surface falls more and more below 


them, seem to the untrained eye, 


actually to climb the bank, and the 
„tenderfoot,“ or uninitiated stranger, 
is ready, almost, to assert that the 
water in the ditch is running up bill. 
The main canals that lead from the 
river, which are known as acequias 
madres (mother ditches), distribute 
their waters into smaller water ways 
leading into the separate flelds; and 


these ditches, in turn, through furrows — 


like ramifying arteries, diffuse the 
ground. No manure 1s needed on lands 
thus irrigated, for they are abundantly 
fenpilized by the fine, rich detritus in 
the water.

MR. PAINTER’S INVENTION, 


A Motor Street Car Propeties by 
Naphtha. 
It has been generally knewn for 
sometime that A. J. Painter, presi- 
dent of the City mgt hee Company, 
has been building a motor of his own 
design and methods of construction 
for use on the company’s lines. 
About a week ago the motor was 
completed, and since that time it has 
been rnn a portion of each day. The 
result has been a practical success, the 
machinery operating to perfection, ex- 
cept in a few minor details of con- 
struction, which are being rectified as 
fast as possible. An important feature 
of the motor is that the motive 
power is generated from a gas engine, 
naphtia being used for fuel; and run- 
ning constantly. The car is built to 
run from two to eight miles an hour. 
Very great power can be obtained at 
the slow speeds, thus enabling the 
motor to start heavy loads on curves 
or steep hills, which, when in motion, 
can easily be carried at greater speed, 
a very important feature. 
The motor is substantially built on 
the running-gears of acar and is not 
Inclosed, Mr. Painter being of the 
opinion thatif he can build a loco- 
motive, there are plenty of men who 
can build a car to cover it. The motor 
will not be run again for several 
days, owin tou heed down caused by 
reversing the motion while running. 
As to the expense of o ees the ex- 
_ periments so far made show that it 
will be cheaper than horses, and capa- 
ble of doing much more work. he 
use of naphtha does away with dust, 
smoke and odor, and the machinery, 
when perfected, will be almost noise- 
less when in operation. The idea is to 
enclose the engine in a car, the exter- 
nal appearance of which will be very 
similar to that of the ordinary street

As the place of interment 
is some two bundred yards from the 
surf ata point where the waves have 
not been known to reach within the 
time named, there is not the slightest 
reason to believe that the remains 
were washed from the ocean. 

The most plausible solution to this 
mystery is that of William Floris, who 
is one of the first residents of Santa 
Monica. He remembers (and so does 
the writer) that a man committed 
suicide some years ago in that vicinity 
by shooting himselfin the head, and 
the body was buried near the spot 
where it was found. 

As Dr. Weldon saw no reason for 
holding a special inquest, the remains 
were re-interred at the spot where they 
were discovered.
